1 it is highly expedient that the Laws in Preambl#.

Grant Juries, should be amended, and that provision should be 
made for the more effectual investigation of all applications for 
such Presentments, and for accounting for the expenditure of the 
money raised thereby ;

any presentment for the making or repairing or improving any meats, 
road or footpath, or lowering any hill, or filling any hollow in any 
existing or intended road, or for building repairing or altering, 
widening or extending, any bridge, pipe, sewer or gullet thereon, 
or for building or repairing any wall or part of a wall necessary 
to the support of any road, or to prevent any steep banks of earth 
from falling upon it, or for erecting any fence or railway or wall 
for the protection of travellers from any dangerous precipice or 
hole, or for filling any ditches, or making any fences or drains, or 
for building, altering, repairing or enlarging, any court house, 

3 sessions house, workhouse, house of correction, gaol, county in- 
firmary or hospital, or for executing any other public work, any 
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Act or Acts in force in Ireland to the contrary notwithstanding ; 
but that instead of such affidavits applications made as near as may 
be, in some of the forms marked A. B. C. D. E. F. G. H. I. K. L. 
in the Schedule to this Act annexed, accompanied with such 
estimates, specifications, maps, plans, sections or elevations, as are 
required by such Schedule to be annexed to each application 
respectively, shall, after having been previously taken into con- 
sideration by the magistrates assembled in special sessions, in 
manner directed by this Act, be the only authority for empowering 
any grand jury to make presentments for the purposes stated in 
each such application respectively. 

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the 

in every county, county of a city and county 4. 
of a town in Ireland, it shall and may be lawful for every magistrate 
of such county, county of a city or county of a town, who shall be 
seised of a freehold estate in fee simple or in fee tail, or for life, of 
the annual value of at the least, situate in any 

part of Ireland, or who shall be heir apparent to any person so 
seised, and for every magistrate who shall be seised or possessed 
of a leasehold estate for life or for a term of years, whereof not less 
than years shall be unexpired, of the yearly value 

of at the least, situate in any part of Ireland, or 

being possessed of a leasehold estate for life, not being of such value, 
shall be also possessed of a leasehold estate or estates for a term of 
years as aforesaid, which together with such estate for life shall 5 
amount to the clear yearly value of at the 

least, in any part of Ireland and for every person possessed of 
the clear sum of over and above all his just debts, 

and resident in the county, county of a city or county of a town, 
wherein he shall be a magistrate, and for every magistrate of 
a county, county of a city or county of a town, by virtue of the 
charter or charters incorporating the same j and for every magis- 
trate being a rector or vicar of any rectory or vicarage, of the yearly

trates assembled at such sessions, which oath any one magistrate is 
hereby authorized and required to administer; and mat such 
1 0 magistrate shall preside as chairman at every meeting held under 
this Act, as the majority of them present thereat shall choose, and 
such chairman shall have a casting voice in case of an equality of 
voices, and every chairman so presiding shall, and he is hereby

other place of public worship, whichever shall be nearest within 
such parish to the place wherein the said road or work to which 
such application shall relate, is to be executed ; and if there be no

And be it further Enacted, That every such application, together 12 
with the estimates, specifications, maps, plans, sections and oleva- 
tions severally annexed to the same, shall be lodged by the parties 
by whom or on whose behalf such applications shall be made with 
the secretary of the grand jury, days at the least before 

the day appointed by the grand jury for holding of the first special 
sessions, preparatory to the spring or summer as.sizes respectively 
in each year ; and the said secretary is hereby required to keep an 
office open for the purpose of receiving such applications, during 
days immediately preceding the said days ; 

and such secretary shall with all convenient dispatch, after receipt 
of such applications, arrange and number the same to the best of 
his skill and judgment, according to the several portions of the 13 
county, county of a city or county of a town, in which the work 
applied for is proposed to be executed, and shall make an abstract 
thereof, and an index thereto, referring to the numbers which he 
shall mark on each application ; and such secretary shall, at every 
sessions of magistrates under this Act, lay before the magistrates 
all the applications and estimates, and other papers relating thereto 
Tespectively, which shall have been lodged with him or delivered at 
his office as aforesaid, respecting the execution of any work within 
the portion of the county, county of a city or county of a town, 
for which such sessions shall be held, together with the abstract 
thereof and index thereto.

mates plans and other papers required, with the secretary of the 
grand jury , as directed by this Act, or the delivery of any maps 
plans, sections or elevation to the treasurer of the county, and also 
to examine every person making or signing any application, or any 
(stimate, specification, map, plan, section or elevation in respect 
thereto, and every other person whom such magistrates shall think it 
proper or requisite to examine ; and in case of the death or necessary 
' absence 
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absence by sickness or. other casuality, of any person who shall 
have made and signed any application, estimate, map, plan, section 
or elevation, to examine into proof of his having made and signed 
the same : and all persons previous to being so examined shall be 
sworn in open court, to make true answers to all such questions as 
shall be asked of them, touching any such application or the posting 
or serving notices, or the lodging or delivering the same with the 
secretary to the grand jury, or the treasurer of the county, or 
respecting the proposed work for which the said applications shall 
be made, and the jurat of every oath or affidavit made by any 
pierson so examined shall be signed by the chairman, and one other 
of the magistrates present at such sessions ; and it shall be lawful 
for any person paying county cess, and desirous of information 
respecting the particulars of such proposed work, to examine with 

10 the approbation of the court, such persons having signed and sw orn 
to such applications, and the said magistrates so assembled shall, 
after such examination, proceed to consider every such application, 

-and every such application which shall be approved of . by the 
•majority of the magistrates at such sessions, not less than 
being present, shall be signed by the chairman, with the word 
“ approved,” and such of the said applications which shall be dis- 
approved, shall be signed by the chairman, w ith the word ** dis- 
approved,” and shall deliver all such applications, whether approved 
or disapproved, with the several estimates and all other papers 
relating thereto, to the secretary of the grand jury, to be by him 
•laid before the grand jury at such next ensuing assizes. 

And be it further Enacted, That the secretary of the grand jury Secretary of 

17 shall without delay make and prepare Schedules of the contents of 

all applications delivered to him by the chairman of the magis- Schc^les of 
trates at such sessions, including in separate Schedules the amount A^iphca. 
of the several suras proposed by such applications, to be charged *’ 
and raised on the county at large, and upon each barony and half 
barony, and specifying the amount of the charge which the said 
sums so applied, for the purpose of being raised on the county at 
large would, if presented, occasion on each barony or half barony, 
particularizing separately the charge arising from the present- 
ments on the barony or half barony, and the proportion of the sum 
to be raised on the barony or half barony in consequence of the 
charge on the county at large, and numbering the applications in 

1 8 each Schedule in arithmetical progression, beginning with number 

one, and noting by the words “ approved” or “ disapproved” 
thereon the opinion of the magistrates on each application ; and 
such secretary shall forthwith cause a number of copies of such 
Schedules to be printed and distributed before the ensuing assizes, 
among the several magistrates, and such other persons as usually 
compose the grand panel of the county, county of a city or county 
of a town, to which such secretary belongs, not exceeding such 
number as shall have been authorized and directed by the grand 
jury at the assizes immediately preceding, according to the direc- 
tions of this Act ; and the said secretary shall on the day when the 
grand jury shall be sworn at the next ensuing assizes, deliver one

estimates, plans, and other papers and matters annexed to each 19 
application, to the foreman of the grand jury, and shall also deliver 
another copy of the said Schedules to the judge of assize, and the 
said secretary shall keep another copy of the said Schedules in his 
office for the inspection of the public, during complete 

days at least immediately before the commission day of sucli 
assizes. 

And be it further Enacted, That the grand jury at such asslze-s 
shall cause all presentments which they shall make upon the appli- 
cations to be so laid before tliera, to be numbered agreeable to 
the numbers hi the s£ud Schedules thereof ; and it shall be lawful foa- 
such grand jury to make, or to refuse to make, a presentment on any 
application so laid before them, although such application may have 
been disapproved of by the magistrates before whom it was laid, 
and also to present any smaller sum to be expended, or any less 20 
number of perches to ifo made, or at a smaller rate by tlie perch 
than may be proposed or required by such application, or to pre- 
sent a part only of such sum, at their discretion. 

And be it further Enacted, That no presentment for the 
accounting of which a previous application is required by this Act 
to be made to a special sessions, shall be made or taken into consi- 
ration by the grand jury, nor shall be fiated by the court at any 
assizes for any county, county of a city or county of a town, unless 
the application for such proposed presentment shall be entered in 
some one of such Schedules, other than and except such present- 
maits only as are hereinafter specially provided for. 

Provided always, and be it further Enacted, That in case any gj 
person who shall have signed any application, estimate, specifica- 
tion, map, or plan or section in pursuance of this Act, shall hap^n 
to die before the special sessions at which it may have been intended 
that the same should be taken into consideration, or shall be pre- 
vented by sickness or unavoidable necessity iVom appearing at such 
sessions, it shall be lawful for tlie roagistrates assembled there to 
examine upon oath, in open court, any other person or persons 
who shall appear before them, for the purpose relative -to tli« 
matters contained in any of the said papers, satisfactory -proof 
being first given that the person or persons who liad signed aiiv of 
them is dead, or that he has been prevented by sickness or 
unavoidable necessity from apf^aring before them ; and the grand 
jury may present on any application delivered by tlie magistrates 
(after such examination) to their secr^ary ; any tiling herein con- 
tained to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That, nothing in tiiis Act or 
any other Act contained, shall prevent or lie construed to prevent 22 
any grand jury from making any presentment at any assizes, for 
tlie repair of any road, bridge, gullet or wall, the particulars of 
which or the amount of the sum requisite to be presented for, whicli 

could 
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could not have been ascertained in such time, that an application in 
respect of the same could be delivered to the secretary of the grand 
jury, pursuant to the provisions of this Act, nor to prevent any 
grand jury from making any presentment for the immediate repair 
of such breaches as may happen in the winter season in any mul- 
coach road, under the provisions of an Act made in the Parliament 
of Ireland, in the thirty-second year of His present Majesty’s reign, 

Q 3 intituled “ An Act for improving and keeping in repair the Post 
Roads of this kingdom,” nor to prevent any grand jury from mak- 
ing any presentment for payment, in pursuance any contract 
entered into for the repair of roads, under the provisions of any laws 
in force at the time of such contracts being made, nor from making 
any presentment of any sum to be raised for any purpose, where no 
previous application by affidavit or otherwise, is required by any 
law in force in Ireland, nor from making any presentment for pay- 
ment of any money expended by order of a justice of the peace, for 
repairing any sudden breach in any bridge or road, pursuant to the 
provisions ot an Act made in the Parliament of Ireland, in the 
tliirty-sixth year erf His present Majesty’s reign, intituled, “An Act 
“ for the amendment of Public Roads, for directing the power of 

S4 “ Grand Juries respecting Presentments, and for repealing several 
^ Laws heretofore made for those purposes but it shall and may 
be lawful for any grand jury to make any such presentment in any 
of the cases aforesaid, as if this Act had not been had or made ; any- 
thing in this Act, or in any other Act or Acts in force in Ireland to 
the contrary in anywise n<Awithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted, That every person intending to Notice to be 
account at any asazes for the expenditure of any money presented 
jor the making or repairing, or widening or improving any road or Expenditure, 
foot-path, or lowering any hill, or filling any hollow on any existing 
or intended road, or for building, repairing, altering, widening or 
'Cxtoiding any bridge, pipe, sewer or gullet thereon, or for building 
or repairing any wall or part of a wall necessary to the support of 

25 any road, or to prevent any steep banks of earth from tailing upon 
it, or for erecting any fence or railway or wall for the protection of 
travellei^ from any dangerous precipices or holes, or for filling any 
ditches, or making any fences or drains, or for building, altering, 

/repairing or enlarging any court house, sessions house, workhouse, 
bouse of correction, gaol, county infirmary or hospital, or for 
•executing any other public w'ork, shall cause a notice of his intention

And be it further Enacted, That the secretary to the grand jury 
shall make a Schedule of all such notices, and shall annex to each 
the number affixed in the quere book to the corresponding quere 
which the person accounting proposes that his account shall dis- 27 
charge ; and every person so declaring bis intention to account, 
shall attend the ensuing special sessions, to be holden for the pur- 
•poses of the Act, for the portion of the county, countv of a city or 
county of a town, wherein tlie work for which he proposes to account 
has been executed, with his account drawn up-as near as may be in 
the form appropriated thereto in the Schedule annexed to this Act, 
and signed by himself ; and such person shall be sworn to the truth 
of the said account, by any magistrate at the said sessions, in open 
court; and such account shall be examined in open court by the 
magistrates at such sessions, and on every account approved by 
them, the word “ allowed" shall be indorsed, attested by the chairman 
and one other magistrate ; and on every account not approved of 
by them, the word “ disallowed" shall be indorsed, and the reason S8 
pf such disallowance, and a note of or reference to the items in the 
account which may have caused such disallowance, shall be indorsed 
thereon or annexed thereto, attested in like manner ; and all such 
accounts, affidavits, papers and attestations, shall be delivered with- 
out delay by the acting clerk of the peace to the secretary of the 
grand jury, -to be by him laid before the grand jury at the then 
next assizes, and the same shall be there proceeded on by the grand 
jury, with such powers and authorities, and in such manner as are 
or IS provided respecting the same, by any Act or Acts in force in 
Ireland for that purpose. 

And be.it further Enacted, That it shall and may be law'ful for 
-any person who shall be charged with, and shall have paid any part 
ot the cess levied for the purpose of paying any presentment offered 
to be accounted for at such sessions, to make affidavit there, in open „ 
court, which affidavit any magistrate at such sessions is hereby autho- 
rized to take, that he believes the money sworn to have been expended 
has not been expended, or that be believes the affidavit so made by 
the p^son accounting is not true, or that the work is insufficiently 
or badly executed, stating the particulars of such belief, and the 
particulars m such accounting affidavit, the truth of which he means 
to controvert ; and it shall be lawful for the magistrates at such 
sessions, and they are hereby required to bind the person makino- 
such affidavit in a recognizance to His Majesty in ° 

the amount of the sum so sworn to have been expended, conditioned 
tor his appearance at the next ensuing assizes, to be there examined 
by the grand jury, touching the matter the truth whereof he means oa 
to controvert, and to prosecute the same at the said assizes, if called 

upon 
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upon so to do; and such recognizance, as also every such affidavit, 
shall be delivered to the acting clerk of the peace at such sessions, 
and shall be delivered by him to the secretary of the. grand jury, 
to be by such secretary laid before the grand jury at the next 
assizes. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for any person Present- 
having made such affidavit as aforesaid to traverse any presentment, 
allowing such account when presented for the fiat of the court or 
judge at such assizes ; and every such traverse may be tried in the 
same manner and under the like regulations, as any traverse to 
any presentment may be tried under the provisions of any law. 
in force in respect thereof ; and it shall be lawful for the court 

31 before whom the trial of any such traverse shall be had at any 
assizes, to give such costs on every such trial to the party in whose 
favour judgment shall be given, as such court shall think fit and 
reasonable, to be recovered by civil bill or otherwise, according to 
their account. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall not be lawful for the 
treasurer of the county to pay the amount of any presentment, the 
accounting for the expenditure whereof shall be traversed, until 
the traverse shall be withdrawn or judgment shall be given for the 
defendant on the trial thereof. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That all expenditure Expenditure 
relating to any presentment may dbe accounted for at any quarter 
sessions that shall be held in the month of October, in manner at October 
prescribed by an Act passed- in the forty-sixth year of the reign of Sessions. 
His present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to amend tire Laws re- 

32 “ specting the accounting for Money presented in Ireland^ for the 
“ making, repairing, widening or fencing of public Roads, and the

And be it further Enacted, That all presentments made, or money Prtseut- 
to be levied, accounted for or paid, under or in consequence of any 
Act or Acts in force in Ireland, before the ^counted^fiir 

shall be levied accounted for and paid in manner provided by the in usual man- 
Acts in force at the time when such presentments were made, or 
subject to rules regulations and provisions contained in the said Acts 
or in this Act respectively.
